Dear Sir: 

I was delighted to see a rebuttal 
of my letter to the London Dally 
Telegraph in this week’s edition 
of the Vulcan Advocate.

BE LICENSED 

Mobile homes, house trailers and 
portable accomodation used as 
permanent living quarters are now 
subject to license. Hon. A. J. 
Hooke, Minister of Municipal Af¬ 
fairs for (the provincial govern¬ 
ment, reminded trailer owners 
this week that the license year 
started April 1, 1957 and ends 
March 31, 1958. ''' 

The new licensing plan is a re¬ 
sult of representation made to the 
provincial government by munici¬ 
pal councils. Difficulties encounter¬ 
ed in enforcing levies under tho 
Personal Property tax brought 
about the licensing plan by the 
provincial government on the 
municipalities’ behalf.
